SKETCH OF MS CARRER.

The history of Jay Gould from o bare-footed
boy who wandered over the roueh hills of Dela-
Wire county to the rallrond king whose wealth
wia ovtimated at $16),000,000 {s one of the most
remarkable smong America's self-made men.
Leaving home when but o hoy, practically pen-
plless und on foot, he rose to the neknowledged
posaition of the wenlthiest and most powerful
railroad magnate in the world,

Jay Gould was born in West Settlement, a
baekwoods vitlage of Roxbury, Dolaware coun-
iy, New York, in May, 1824 He was the son of

J. B. Gould, u farmer, who was falrly well to |

do and who had been w deputy sheriff In the
famous antl rent war In the enrly s Young
Gould was also a cousin of Alfred Gould, the
Inventor of the chain well pump, and was ¢loses
Iy connected with the Mores, & prominent
Seoweh famlly, and others well known in this
county. His mother dled when he was an In-
fant Ho left home with 5 cents in
his pocket, und stutied at IHobart ascad-
emy in & nelghboring town Here he
enrncd an extrs penny by keeping the books of
the village blacksmith, eventually enjoying
brict partnership in the business. He was fond
of mathematies and on leaving found employ-
mont in making surveys of Ulster county wt o
salary of #0n month. The correctuess of the
work attracted the attontion of John Delafield,
who applied to the leglslature to authorize o
map of the state to be made  The work falled,
owing to the death of the promoter, and Mr
Gould, having gained '8000 or 84,000 through
his provious maps and surveys, wroto u “His-
tory of Delaware County."

After an unsuecessful attempt to push the
pale of a patent mouse trap which he hsd in-
yented, Mr Gould entered into partnership
“With Zodoe Prate In the tannery business in
'Pennsylvania, at a° vlnce known as Goulds-
borough.  In 1858 the patent was sold and Mr.
Gould came to New York with s good addition
to hia fortune. He entered lnto business with
Charles Leuther, o loather merchant. In 1857,
in the panie, Leuther's eapltal was wrecknd,
but Gould managed to pull through without o
sovere loss,

Gould's fatherinlaw, Mr. Mitchell, initiated
tho young Anancier into the rallrosd business
and sold him s number of shares in the Rutland
& Washington railroad at 10 cents on the dol
Iar. Gould showed so much interest that he
was soon olectod president mnd general mane
ager of the rond, nnd finally econsolidated it
with the Rensseloer & Suratogs rafiroad:
When the stock went up he sold out at o hand-
aome profit

In 189 Jay Gould entered Wall streetns s
broker. He estublinhed o small private efMce
and mode money fast. The followlng year he
en tered the firm of Smith & Martin and became
an expert in the handling of rallroad securitios.
During the ¢ivil war Erle rallway stock went
down to bed rock and Gould bought It for s
mong.  He allled himself with Danlel Drew and

preventod Commodore Vanderbilt from corner- !

ing the Erle interest Gould rapldly became
the leading spirit of the FErle Rallroad
Co. In July, 1807, Gould was made president of
the rosd.  He also purchased o controlling In-
terest in the Tenth Natlonal bank. Erie share-
holders Lrought sult to restrain the directors
from [ssuing nny more stock. The complain
nnta nsked for the nppointment of & recelver.
This request was granted by the appolntment
of Jay Gould himsell. With the consent
of Judge Baroard Gould bought and eans
coled 2009 shiares. A corner was en:
{uwred in Erle ntock about this time

nd In one day {18 yrice rose from
01w 8) A panle Was amverted by the action of
the secretary of the treasury, who releasod
enough money from the sub-treasury to pelleve
the strain, Erle immediately fell from 00 1o 48,
and it was thought Gould wos rulved. Bul he
was able to weather this storm.  Contipued ef-
furts were made by Gould's opponents to oust
him and his faotion from Erie control and he
was deposed from the presidency and John A
Dix electod in his stead.  Gould still remained
one of the directors,

An attempt wias made by Gould in 1300 o
corper nll the gold in the country. Tifty mil.
Hons of dollars was the price aimed st The
prioe of gold in March of that your was FLIY,
the lowest In threo years Gould boughi 87,000,
000 worth nt ¢1.89 and put up the price to 140,
A tow days later gold rose to BL.44  On Septem-
ber 24, the famous “Black Friday," Gould un
loaded his holdings and sold » large part of his
gold a1 31.0),

A littla before noon an order camo from
Washington to sell 84,0000 of the gold from
the sub-treasury. The corner collapsed and
hundreds of business mea and spoculators were
rulned.

Mr. Gould commenced buying Pacifio rallway
stocks ln 1873 and soon sequired a controlling
interest and aasumed the management. In 1878
he bought the Kansas Pacifie, Texas Pacifie,
Wabash and other stocks. He alse invested
largely in tho Atlantic & Pucific Telegraph Co.,
and finally ncquired control of the Western
Unlon Telcgraph Co A few years ago he re-
tired from Wall street, and has since only ap-
poared there when he consldered (¢ nocessary
10 "'protect his interesta.™

SUSPENDING IMMIGRATION.

A Propostition From the Nannte Committes
to Suspend Immigration For Ons Year.

New York, Nov. 80.—The senate
committee on immigration met here
yesterday with six of its members in
attendance. Previous to adjourning
the committee considered the following
proposition, without, however, reachs
ing any concluslon:

All immigration except from the
North and South American countries
shall be suspended for one year from
March 1, 1803, the law to be so framed
as not to hinder the free return of
American citizens or the easy admission
of visitors. No vole was taken on this
resolution, but it is probable that one
may be taken at to-day's meeting and
there is reason for believing that it will
be passed.

The committee also decided that it
was advisable to submit to congress for
consideration a law embracing the fol-
lowing propositions:

No immigrant shall be admitted to
the United Btates between the age of
19 and 55 years unlesa he ¢an read and
write frecly and easily his native lan-
guage, nor shall & person above 55 be
admitted who cannot read or write exs
cept as a member of a family coming.

No immigrants shall be admitted un=
leas he possess $100 in money or its
equivalent except that the head of &
fumily may bring with him or send for
the other members of his fumily if he
or they $25 for each member,

All intending immigrants shall bring
with them ecertificates from United
States consuls abrond showing that
they havo satlstied such consul that
they have a right to gailn such admis-
sion as immigrants,

All persons seeking finnl nnturaliza-
tion pupers shall give reasonable notice
to the court to whom they Intend to
apply and some officlal re{nrmenl.lug
tho government shull investigate the
facts upon the other side when the ap-
plication is offered.

The reporl shows that
not one-third of the prodoction of Ne-
brasks  agricultural  interests  are
shipped out of the state and yot in
the year 1991 Nebraska shipped to
murket in round numbers  §30,000,000
worth of producia

The mothod adopted by Commissioner
Andres to secure facts upon which he
bases his statisties were those bhest cals
culated to losure nceurncy. By making
personnl visits to the general managers
of various lines of railway dolog busi-
ness in the state he interested them in
his project. Each agreed to furnish
him an itemized statemont of every
pound of freight billed for shipment nt
every city, town, village nnd way sta-
tion in Nebraska.

These statements were grouped by
counties  In every case whern possible
the statement had been reducssd to cars
louds by the rallway munagers, but
where the itoms were too small the
work of reduction was performed st the
office of the commissioner. The work
of making up the report wuas coms
menced last spring and has kept the
commissioner and his assistant busy
almost night and day since the first re-
ports were received.
